Troy  State  Red  Wave  scored  early  in  the  first,  third,  and  fourth  periods 
to  gain  a  21-6  victory  over  the  Livingston  Tigers  in  the  TSTC  opener, 
September  22  in  Memorial  Stadium. 

Coach  Bill  Clipson's  crew  went  on  to  a  3-5  season  including  a  14-13 
homecoming  victory  over  Austin-Peay.  Fullback  Jack  Hix»and  halfback 
Tom  Boyd  scored  from  the  11  and  10,  respectively,  to  lead  the  Wave 
over  the  Governors  for  Troy's  first  homecoming  victory  in  two  years. 

Two  called-back  touchdowns  proved  too  much  for  the  Wave  as  Delta 
State  trounced  them  19-0  in  Troy,  October  6.  Clipson's  charges  also  lost 
to  the  University  of  Tampa  33-19  in  Tampa,  September  29. 

The  South  Georgia  Tigers  visited  a  muddy  Memorial  Stadium,  Oc- 
tober 20,  and  were  handed  a  13-2  defeat  by  the  locals.  Captain  Carl 
Madison  set  up  one  touchdown  with  a  78-yard  kick  return  and  com- 
pleted it  with  a  beautiful  pitchout  to  Manning.  Brunson  tallied  from  the 
42  stripe  for  the  other. 

Like  Jacksonville  State,  Florence  State  celebrated  homecoming  with 
a  football  victory  over  Troy.  Jacksonville  27-14.  Florence  27-6. 

The  Red  Wave  closed  out  the  season  in  Franklin,  Tennessee,  Novem- 
ber 1 0,  with  a  2 1  -20  loss  to  Carson-Newman. 

Troy's  inspired  14-13  homecoming  victory  was,  perhaps,  the  best 
game  of  the  year  for  the  much-improved  Wave.

John  Archer,  graduate  of  Arkansas  State 
Teachers  College,  took  over  the  reins  of 
the  1956-57  basketball  team  with  his  work 
already  cut-out  for  him.  Eleven  lettermen 
answered  Archer's  call  when  practice  be- 
gan with  the  hope  of  having  one  of  the 
best  seasons  in  the  history  of  Troy  State. 

The  Red  Wave  jumped  off  to  a  terrific 
start  by  winning  their  first  six  games.  Chip- 
ola,  Howard,  and  Livingston  provided  the 
most  opposition  during  this  victory  skein. 

During  the  Christmas  holidays  the  Wave 
felt  the  pain  of  defeat  for  the  first  time 
when  Southeastern  Louisiana  romped  to  a 
82-65  victory  in  the  first  round  of  the  3rd 
Annual  Kiwanis  Club  Tournament  in  Ham- 
mond, Louisiana.  Troy  came  back  the  next 
night  to  capture  the  consolation  prize  with 
a  thrilling  71-67  victory  over  a  strong  Sul 
Ross  State  team  from  Texas. 


Returning  from  a  two-week  vacation  with  a  7-2  record,  Troy  prompt- 
ly racked  up  a  victory  over  Southern  Union.  Carey  College  handed  the 
Wave  third  setback  85-78,  but  again  the  home  team  bounced  back  with 
two  victories  over  Birmingham  Southern  86-55  and  Florida  Southern 
86-65  to  compile  an  11-2  record  before  going  on  what  turned  out  to  be 
a  disastrous  week-end  in  Mississippi.  Mississippi  College  and  Carey  both 
turned  the  Wave  back  by  6  and  9  points  respectively.  Troy  then  knocked 
off  Livingston  again  and  Athens  before  Birmingham  Southern  gained 
revenge  with  an  84-73  romp  over  the  Wave.  Troy  ended  the  month  of 
January  by  coming  from  behind  to  hand  a  loss  to  Jacksonville  State 
87-82  and  show  a  12-5  record  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  season. 

With  nine  games  remaining  in  February,  Archer  and  his  crew  can 
certainly  have  one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  ever  had  at  Troy  if 
they  play  the  brand  of  ball  they  are  capable  of  playing.
